Enos B. Eogle, of Wuyneaboro, has just 


completed an inspection ot the nurseries 
of Pennsylvania under the direction of 
the State Agricultural Department. He 
says that all the leading nurserymen in 
the State are putting up fumigating 
plants for the purpose of destroying in- 
jurious insects ou their nursery stock. 


The fumigating of nursery stock be- 


fore it is disposed of is made compulsory 
in Virginia and Maryland, and Mr. En- 
gle believes a similar law will soon be 
enacted by every state in the Union. 
Spraying with whale oil soap and kero- 
sene emulsion is still done by the owners 
ot small nurseries in Pennsylvania who 
cannot afford the expense of installing 
fumigating plants. 


Mr. Jingle says the soil of some locali- 


ties in Adams county is specially adapted 
for the growth of Imperial and Ben 
Davis varieties, the most reliable winter 
apples grown in Pennsylvania.

FARMERS' INSTITUTES. 


THEY 
ARE HELPFUL 
AND SHOULD BE 


LARGELY ATTENDED--THE SOCIAL 


FEATURE. 


During the coming three months many 


farmers' institute, and other like organi- 
zations are scheduled for the farming 
conamunitiea. 


These institutes are really schools of 


experience. Here good farmers, stock- 
raisers, dairymen and horticulturists 
meet to discuss the problems which have 
come up in their work during the past 
year. Here the many little differences 
of opinion are brought out, and out of 
the whole much valuable information is 
gained. Programs have been issued to 
meet the wishes and requirements of dif- 
ferent localities. Arid here is where the 
wisdom of a good superintendent is val- 
uable. 
There are some things to be 


learned from the work of farmers' insti- 
tutes held during the past two years. In 
some instances the program of discuss- 
ions and papers were not in perfect keep- 
ing with the work usually carried on by 
farmers located in that particular local- 
ity, hence the value of the discussions 
were mainly lost. It is the work of the 
superintendent to see that the papers 
to be read at each respective institute 
shall be mainly on those topics which 
shall be of timely and particular interest 
to those who will likely attend the insti- 
tute, and that the papers have es- 
pecial bearing upon their work. Then 
again, the entertainment features of 
these institutes should not be overlooked. 
It is a very dry program indeed where 
there is nothing but papers and discus- 
sions. 
A social feature is not by any 


aueans time lost; in fact it brings farm- 
ers and their families in closer touch 
with each other and draws out the very 
best that is in them. 


The discussions, and especially those 


that refer to cultural topics, to methods 
employed in growing crops, and in rais- 
ing and feeding livestock, should be 
given the widest circulation.

FOR BETTER FARMING. 


The time has come when it is neces- 


sary to improve in our methods of farm- 
ing. The slipshod, haphazard way will 
no longer meet requirements. In the 
earlier days when land was cheap and 
new and nearly all seasons were produc- 
tive, and the virgin soil responding with- 
out apparent effort to the most careless 
methods employed, there seemed to be 
no need of striving to obtain the results 
that must of necessity be our aim at tt.6 
present time. 
The time has gone by 


when a man can purchase a tract of land 
and get a reasonable per cent, profit on 
his investment, or when one can - longer 
employ those old methods with any de- 
gree of assurance. 


Net more farming but better farming 


must prevail under the circumstances. 
It has been said that he who causes two 
blades of grass to grow where but one 
grew before is a public benefactor. The 
same idea must be carried farther—to 
the yield of grains, stock and all that 
pertains to the farm. 


The average farmer wants to cover too 


much ground. And try as he will he 
cannot obtain the best results from his 
operations uutil he strives as faithfully 
to see how much one acre will produce 
as he did to see how many acres he could 
plant and tend. The pastures must be 
smaller and supplemented with soiling 
crops. The meadow must be less in ex- 
tent and the corn and feed cut in barn or 
yard. 
In this way about the same in 


money values can be obtained from an 
eighty-acre farm as from 160 acres farm- 
ed in the old way. 
Of course the ex- 


cuse will be made that we are putting 
too much labor on a smai! place, but il 
the labor on eighty acres does not exceed 
that on the 160 and the results are the 
same, why own or rent the other eighty?

which the C'lob prepared for us The com- 
manding officer, Segeant Kurtsell, and sol- 
diera have proved themselves good frieuda. 
The Sergeant macie us known to the offl 
cera 61 the town and the padre. He in 
many waya has helped us out of difficul- 
ties. Through him we have made arrange- 
ments for boarding with the padre at 
breakfast and dinner, aud take supper at 
the soldiers' mess. We have in this way 
excellent accommodations for boarding. 
The padre ie quite a subject for study. 
You have never seen a more fiery-red face. 
The chocolate hue of hia face liaa been 
auperceded by a red blotch of conge&ted 
blood-vessels. 
At his tublo we have 


learned how he pninta his face. There 
there is an abundance of food. 
It is dis 


gnating to an American to see him stuff 
his poor stomach at each meal. However, 
we have ionnd the padre and hia food 
good company twice a day. 
The most 


home-like meals are our suppers, for there 
we have good American food and Ameri- 
can company. 


This may airry with it the impression 


that we are not pleased with onr venture. 
This it is not intended to do. We could 
not be better situated than we are while iu 
these islands. At Uagami, Tananan and 
Tarloban every: one said that here thera 
was tnuch money. Thie we find to he true. 
The people of Buranen we find well-to-do 
Filipinos. 
Aa yet we have been unable to 


secure n boy to take care ol our house 
because the people here have enough 
money to live upon. We lind them rather 
intelligent and very anxious to learn 
English. One man has visited us who has 
been in America. He has a little daughter 
who can apeak French, Spanish and Visa- 
yan, 
her native tongue, tie has c.fiVred 


as $5 Mexican a month to teach her Eng- 
lish. Men have offered us pay for instruc- 
tion. Among theaeare several Chinamen. 
We have been instructed to give night 
school work if there waa a demand for it. 
So you see we shall have night school 
work. This will help to make time fly. 
The climate also ia very good. We are up 
in the inonntaina where it is cool and 
healthful. Yesterday I noticed in the pa 
dre's dining-roomt he thermometer at noon 
stood at Gfi° F. This will give you an idea 
of the temperature we may find at limes. 
The water here is good, pure, mountain 
spiing water. It ia not very cool, hut it id 
healthful. 
A short distance from our 


house we have a swift mountain river. 
It 


furnishes fane bathing. We expect to make 
a custom of taking, every morning, a dip 
iu thie clear, cool stream. Just near us 
are two mountains with heavy timber. 
They rise away up above us and from 
scenery that reminds ua a little of our 
mountains at home. We are simply made 
happy with our natural surroundings. 
And we are glad we have been assigned 
here, though we had to work for what wa 
have in coming here. 
We have no 


awampa and few moequiioa. All night 
we can read and scarcely be troubled with 
theaongof a moEquito. The nights are 
very cool. Thus we shall have many night 
hours in which we can read with wise 
and comfort. 
I am sure that we shall 


always be speaking of Buranen iu our let- 
ters. The town has provided and fur- 
nished in native style a houee for us. It 
is just new. They have built it since 
they got news that American teachers 
were coming. A few peopla here speak 
Spanish. 
The majority speak V;saya. 


Spanish is an easy language for ue who 
hava had some Latin training. 
Viuaya is 


very difficult. 
Here iire a few cummun 


words and phrases of the native dialect 
that I have picked up: 
iloopai, good ; 


where are you going ; auo en 


enhayut, what is that; moopai nyaga, 
good morning; rnaro, bad; paiuajjo, 
breakfast. Theee are enough to show you 
the material we have for study 
I can 


not tell you in this letter of our great 
school house. 


Thie is a great, a complex, country and 


people. The more I stay here the more I 
marvel at the iueight correspondents to 
American 
newspapers and 
magazines 


seem to have. 
I shall compliment my- 


self il in two years time I shall learn the 
desirea of these people, and understand 
their life and its object. Yet I have often 
aeen all these things made clear and 
clearly expressed in the moat positive 
dogmatic language. 
One thing I have 


learned, that is, that between the occi- 
dental and oriental minus there is a great 
difference. 


Well, in your last letter you made the 


statement that when I got to Manila let- 
ters would be waiting for me. There were 
none. To add to this one week or more 
after we got there tha "KilpMrick"' came 
in with 575 sacks of mail from the States. 
I thought it would have mail for me. B 
when it was said that all her mail w 
given out I was left without any. The 
I did feel, as you said I would, as if ever 
one had forgotten me. 
But four da_ 


later a letter was brought to rao that ha 
been misplaced. This one from you wa 
the lirst letter that I got after landio 
Your fifth letter I got just as 1 was abou 
to leave Manila for Taolobau. I answere 
it, I believe, in a letter sent to you i 
Tadohan. 


It is now near the padre's dinner hou 


so I shall cloae thia letter. Eemember aj 
to all my friends at home. Tell them a 
that I am well and happy iu my work.
